«A  MIRACLE 

OUT  OF  THE  MIDDLE  WEST”

★  The  Designer  of  all  designers  wrote 
“30”  to  the  life  and  career  of  Frederic 
William  Goudy,  the  world’s  greatest 
type-designer,  on  May  11.  The  name  of 
the  82-year  old  craftsman  will  hence¬ 
forth  be  found  in  every  new  historical 
treatise  or  book  on  type,  type  design 
and  typography. 

Ed  Wallace,  writing  in  the  March  8, 
1940  issue  of  the  “Pantagraph”  of 
Bloomington,  Illinois,  in  which  town 
Goudy  was  born  on  March  8,  1865,  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  type-designer  as  “the 
Cellini  of  type.”  Those  who  have  had 
the  good  fortune  to  have  known  Goudy 
personally  may  well  shrink  back  from 
this  metaphor,  for  although  the  type- 
designer  had,  in  common  with  the  Ren¬ 
aissance  goldsmith,  a  love  for  creating 
things  beautiful,  they  were  unlike  each 
other  as  two  characters  can  be.  Frederic 
was  gentle,  humble  and  devoted,  while 
Benvenuto  was  boisterous,  braggart, 
and  rakish.  Rather  would  the  friends 
and  lovers  of  Goudy  accept  the  title 
“The  glorifier  of  the  alphabet,”  given 
him  by  Milton  MacKaye  in  an  article  in 
the  “New  Yorker”  of  January  14,  1933. 

In  the  same  article,  which,  inciden¬ 
tally,  had  been  reprinted  by  Strathmore 
Paper  Company,  West  Springfield, 
Massachusetts,  in  the  form  of  a  beauti¬ 


ful  brochure,  MacKaye  referred  to 
Goudy  as  “a  miracle  that  came  out  of 
the  Middle  West.” 

Frederic  W.  Goudy  was  a  miracle.  He 
was  a  miracle  because  without  benefit 
of  formal  education,  or  wealth,  or  posi¬ 
tion,  he  rose  from  obscurity  that  en¬ 
veloped  him  even  up  to  middle  age,  to 
become  the  world’s  greatest  type  de¬ 
signer.  Born  the  son  of  an  educator, 
John  Gowdy,  and  in  a  small  Illinois 
town,  young  Frederic  lived  the  life  of  a 
normal,  healthy  young  American  with¬ 
out  exhibiting  any  sign  that  might  point 
to  his  future  genius.  He  did  have  a 
fondness  for  copying  magazine  illus¬ 
trations  and  doing  some  drawing,  but  so 
did  and  so  do  many  young  Americans. 
As  Bernard  Lewis  points  out  in  that 
beautiful  keepsake,  the  intriguing  book, 
“Behind  the  Type,”  which  was  pro¬ 
duced  as  a  student-project  by  the  1940- 
41  class  in  Printing  Production  of  the 
Department  of  Printing  at  the  Carnegie 
Institute  of  Technology,  18-year  old 
Frederic  could  do  a  creditable  original 
crayon  rendering  and  a  life-size  crayon 
portrait,  and  later  while  he  worked  at 
bookkeeping  and  other  sundry  jobs, 
did  play  with  letters  and  the  designing 
of  small  printed  jobs.  But  it  was  not 
until  Frederic  was  about  thirty  years 
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old  that  he  turned  to  the  printing  busi¬ 
ness  for  his  livelihood.  The  Booklet 
Press  which  he  founded  in  Chicago  in 
1894  with  Cyrus  Lauron  Hooper,  an 
instructor  in  English,  was  comparative¬ 
ly  short-lived,  but  it  was  during  that 
time  that  Goudy  designed  and  set  the 
little  “Chapbook”  and,  while  doing  so, 
amazed  the  printers  of  the  time  by  or¬ 
dering  9-point  “Original  Old  Style” 
cast  on  an  8-point  body  for  a  tasty  close 
fitting  of  type.  It  was  later,  while  he 
was  doing  bookkeeping  again  that  he 
designed  and  sold  his  first  face.  This 
was  bought  by  the  Dickinson  Type 
Foundry  of  Boston  for  ten  dollars  and 
was  called  “Camelot,”  in  honor  of  the 
Camelot  Press,  the  new  name  of  the 
former  Booklet  Press.  Goudy  was  a 
miracle  because  from  that  time  on, 
through  the  constant  struggle  to  earn 
a  livelihood — there  were  three  mouths 
to  feed  after  Bertha  Sprinks  became  his 
wife  in  1897  and  young  Frederic  I  rues- 
dell  Goudy  was  born  near  the  turn  of 
the  century — and  through  the  vicissi¬ 
tudes  engendered  by  new  environments, 
he  had  designed,  and  in  many  instances 
cut,  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
one  type  faces.  And  it  this  were  not 
miracle  enough,  then  the  fact  that  he 
designed  so  many  enduring  type  faces, 
such  as  Kennerley  and  Garamont  and 
Goudy  Old  Style  and  Forum  Title  and 
Hadriano  and  many  others,  is  miracu¬ 
lous. 

Goudy  was  a  miracle  because  he  cre¬ 
ated  where  he  might  have  imitated.  He 
knew  the  masters  of  old  and  he  knew 
the  traditional  type  faces,  but  he  went 
to  them  for  ideas  and  inspiration  only. 
His  own  faces  are  present-day  and  they 
are  functional.  “He  is,  if  you  will,  a  tra¬ 
ditionalist,”  wrote  MacKaye,  “but  he 
is  not  a  copyist  or  mere  adapter.  His 
types  are  beautiful  because  they  are 
simple,  they  are  dignified,  they  are 
sturdy  and  honest  and  strong.  He  has 
never  forgotten  that  a  type  which  dis¬ 
tracts  attention  from  the  subject  mat¬ 


ter  is  wrong.”  Goudy  himself  in  his  In-  ' 
troductory  Note  to  Douglas  C.  McMur- 
trie’s  “American  Type  Design  in  the 
Twentieth  Century,”  which  Robert  0. 
Ballou  published  in  1924,  wrote  “Rea¬ 
son,  more  than  sentiment;  cool,  dis¬ 
tinguished  reticence;  unassuming  sim¬ 
plicity  and  freedom  from  eccentricity, 
should  be  the  guiding  motives;  and 
when,  too,  our  new  types  express  a 
manly  earnestness,  careful  thought  in 
every  detail,  beauty,  legibility  and  a 
simple  grandeur,  they  may  indeed 
prove  monumental.” 

Goudy  was  a  miracle  also  in  that, 
self-taught  and  self-disciplined,  he  em¬ 
ployed  in  his  writings  for  publication 
and  his  talks  before  groups  the  same 
original  thinking  and  meticulous  care 
that  he  gave  to  type  design.  “He  fought 
the  fight  for  beauty  and  dignity”  not 
only  in  type  but  in  all  that  he  did. 

Space  here  does  not  permit  of  a  de¬ 
tailed  biographical  review  of  Goudy’s 
life.  If  it  is  true,  as  Bernard  Lewis  has 
written  of  the  designer’s  life  between 
1899  and  1902,  “A  record  of  his  work 
during  the  next  three  years  of  his  life 
could  easily  have  filled  a  volume,”  then 
what  about  the  many  years,  years  rich 
in  experience,  that  he  had  until  his 
death  ^  Doubtless  now  full-length  books 
will  be  written  about  his  idyllic  life  at 
Deepdene  at  Marlborough-on-the-Hud- 
son;  about  his  contacts  with  men  like 
Mitchell  Kennerley,  W.  A.  Dwiggins, 
William  Rudge,  Bruce  Rogers,  Nor¬ 
man  T.  A.  M under,  Sol  Hess,  Will  Ran¬ 
som,  D.  B.  Updike,  Paul  A.  Bennett, 
and  many  others ;  about  his  wanderings 
and  his  travels;  and  about  his  hard¬ 
ships  and  his  tragedies. 

Goudy  was  a  miracle  inasmuch  as  he 
himself,  like  his  faces,  had  been  de¬ 
signed  a  rich  personality.  Despite  ter¬ 
rible  blows  such  as  the  loss  of  his  be¬ 
loved  wife  and  the  burning  down  of  his 
mill  with  its  machinery,  matrices,  press 
and  priceless  papers,  Goudy  always

★  It  took  me  a  long  time  to  find  it  out, 
and  it  cost  me  considerable  in  the 
process,  but  now  with  three  extra  men 
in  the  shop  and  a  backlog  of  jobs  call¬ 
ing  for  overtime  four  nights  a  week. 
I’m  convinced  that  I’ve  found  the  an¬ 
swer  to  paper  shortage  problems  in  the 
small  town  independent  plant. 

We  publish  an  eight-page  semi-week¬ 
ly  newspaper  and  share  the  printing 
requirements  of  our  community  with 
two  competitors  which,  in  a  small  city 
of  1Q,000,  has  always  meant  spreading 
our  operations  rather  thin. 

During  the  war,  of  course,  material 
and  manpower  shortages  had  us  catch¬ 
ing  overflow  business  from  larger 
cities  as  much  as  a  hundred  miles  dis¬ 
tant.  That’s  a  thing  of  the  past  now, 
and  ’way  back  last  summer  our  book¬ 
keeper  gave  me  the  tip  that  we  were 
rapidly  approaching  the  color  that  is 
crimson — and  1  don’t  mean  register 
runs. 

The  situation  called  for  some  prompt 
thinking,  and  judging  from  the  trickle 
of  direct-mail  pieces  that  came  to  my 
attention  offering  “Quality  Printing  at 
Low  Cost”  and  “We  Are  Prepared  to 
Meet  Your  Printing  Needs  Promptly,” 
I’m  sure  that  my  competitors  in  town 
were  likewise  doing  some  of  this  se¬ 
rious  thinking. 


Strange  as  it  may  sound,  it  is  this 
paper  shortage  that  has  helped  me 
most.  I  have  long  since  become  accus¬ 
tomed  to  having  stock  salesmen  tell  me 
what  they  have  instead  of  asking  me 
what  I  want,  so  when  I  hopefully  asked 
one  chap  about  popular  brand  bonds 
in  good  commercial  weights  and  he 
gave  me  the  usual  rueful  smile,  adding 
brightly  that  he  had  quite  a  bit  of 
gummed  label  stock,  it  suddenly 
dawned  on  me  that  the  answer  to  this 
whole  thing  lay  in  cultivating  business 
to  match  the  stock  that  was  available. 

Thus,  instead  of  encouraging  people 
to  order  letterheads  on  second-rate 
paper  at  first  rate  prices,  I  resolved  to 
go  after  orders  that  required  the 
gummed  paper  and  cheap  manila  and 
gaudy  board  that  was  comparatively 
plentiful  and  relatively  cheap. 

The  manager  of  the  largest  grocery 
in  town  was  currently  running  ads  in 
our  paper  with  his  copy  slanted  to 
stress  “Comparative  Values.”  With 
food  costs  skyrocketing,  this  was  a  solid 
and  timely  appeal,  so  I  proposed  to 
help  him  carry  his  campaign  further. 

It  took  one  of  my  boys  only  a  few 
minutes  to  set  up  a  sample  sheet  of 
small  perforated  gummed  stickers  car¬ 
rying  the  copy:  “Another  Typical 
Thrifty  Market  Value — Compare  Be-

Because  I  had  a  lot  jof  this  gummed 
label  stock  on  hand,  and  there  was 
plenty  more  available  in  odd  sizes  and 
colors,  the  price  I  was  able  to  quote 


him  was  also  a  “typical  comparative 
value,”  and  he  placed  a  standing  order 
for  enough  of  the  small  stickers  to 
label  every  unit  of  merchandise  on  his 
shelves.  He  tells  me  that  having  his 
phone  number  and  the  offer  of  free 
delivery  on  cans  and  packages  in 
scores  of  cupboards  all  over  town  has 
stepped  up  his  telephone  business  tre¬ 
mendously. 

Bolstered  with  this  success,  I  next 
designed  a  simple  sticker  and  appro¬ 
priate  copy  for  a  man  who  operates 
three  cigar  and  cigarette  stores  in 
town.  Now,  every  week,  he  sells  thou¬ 
sands  of  packs  of  smokes  carrying  a 
reminder  that  his  shops  are  agencies 
for  every  newspaper  and  magazine 
published,  and  he  likes  the  increased 
business  this  reminder  attracts. 

Following  this  same  line  of  reason¬ 
ing,  I  found  that  without  very  much 
trouble  I  could  keep  one  press  busy  ex¬ 
clusively  on  turning  out  quantities  of 
advertisement  reproductions  for  use  as 
mail  enclosures  and  hand-bills.  This 
entails  only  the  making  of  a  gang  lock¬ 
up  of  ad  forms  already  scheduled  for 
display  in  our  newspaper.  As  these 
are  run  on  everything  from  newsprint 


to  odds  and  ends  of  out-size  commer¬ 
cial  leftovers,  plus  the  fact  that  the 
composition  cost  has  already  been  cov¬ 
ered  in  the  cost  of  the  ad,  I  can  afford 
to  deliver  them  to  my  advertisers  at  a 
price  even  below  the  prewar  level  and 
yet  net  a  sound  profit. 

Another  source  of  new  business  that 
I  stumbled  upon  quite  by  accident 
while  dodging  the  paper  shortage  is  my 
paper  napkin  and  tablecloth  novelty. 

Paper  napkins,  for  some  reason,  are 
cheap  and  plentiful  in  my  territory, 
and  so  is  the  bleached  pulp  tissue  from 
which  they  ’  are  made.  Strictly  in  the 
interests  of  research,  I  found  that  I 
can  run  a  roll  of  this  48-inch  tissue 
through  our  web  press.  Still  experi¬ 
menting,  1  worked  out  a  large  form 
in  which  I  can  lock  up  a  helter-skelter 
pattern  of  names  set  in  48-point  cur¬ 
sives. 

There  is  enough  paper  in  one  of 
these  rolls  to  make  exactly  300  me¬ 
dium-sized  lunch  cloths,  cut  and  de¬ 
livered  flat.  With  a  minimum  of  press- 
work  and  composition  I  am  now  turn¬ 
ing  out  dozens  of  matched  lunch  cloth 


and  napkin  combinations,  each  im¬ 
printed  with  a  variety  of  names,  catch 
phrases,  etc.,  and  solving  scores  of

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I  have  seen  copy  marked  to  be  set 
in  Ultra  Bodoni  in  a  small  narrow 
space,  and  other  copy  marked  “set  in 
extra  condensed  letter-spaced”  for 
long  open  lines. 

Old  and  worn  equipment  and  ma¬ 
terial  also  leaves  its  imprint  on  many 
pieces  of  printed  matter.  Inspect  some 
of  the  booklets,  community  newspapers, 
etc.,  which  are  delivered  to  your  ofl&ce 
or  home.  You’ll  probably  see  initial 
letters  out  of  alignment  or  too  far 
from  the  rest  of  the  word ;  border  rules,  ; 
perhaps  of  brass,  with  nicks,  worn  ■ 
spots,  unmitered  and  not  joined  prop¬ 
erly  at  corners;  worn,  broken  type  of 
clashing  designs  used  together; 
splotches  of  big  dots  for  “attention  get¬ 
ters”  or  paragraph  separators;  display 
lines  of  condensed  type  excessively 
letter-spaced. 

Much  poor  workmanship  is  not  due 
to  a  lack  of  skill  on  the  part  of  the 
worker  but  to  a  careless  and  indifferent 
attitude  toward  the  job. 

Technicians  and  engineers  have  de¬ 
veloped  speedy,  accurate  and  other¬ 
wise  efficient  machinery  in  the  print¬ 
ing  field.  Typesetting  machine  oper¬ 
ators,  compositors  and  pressmen  should 
be  as  painstaking  and  efi&cient  in  the 
use  of  printing  material. 

There  are  many  fine  type  faces  avail¬ 
able.  The  particular  shape  of  a  type  is 
of  less  importance  than  how  it  is  used 
in  relation  to  the  space  it  is  to  occupy. 
Type  with  kerns  that  often  break  on 


★  Since  the  printing  industry  can 
rightfully  be  credited  with  contribut¬ 
ing  extensively  to  the  propagation  of 
matters  tending  toward  human  prog¬ 
ress  in  our  general  relationship,  it 
may  well  be  that  the  workers  in  that 
industry  should  be  foremost  to  set  a 
goal  of  more  and  better  production. 

During  the  past  twenty  years  or 
more,  I  have  handled  thousands  of  lay¬ 
outs  and  pieces  of  advertising  copy. 
From  this  experience,  I  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  many  ads  are  un¬ 
attractive  because  someone  who  pays 
for  the  job  insists  that  his  selection  of 
type  and  his  idea  of  spacing,  etc.,  be 
carried  out.  This,  despite  the  fact  that 
the  buyer  may  know  little  about  typog¬ 
raphy  and  his  idea  of  art  may  be 
grooved  with  that  of  the  so-called  “mod¬ 
ernistic”  type  of  artist  with  a  kinder¬ 
garten  perspective  and  technique. 

I  have  found  that  the  majority  of 
advertisers  who  have  vague  ideas  about 
the  typography  of  their  ads  are  glad  to 
get  a  type  setup  that  is  a  decided  im¬ 
provement  over  their  “rough”  layouts. 

Some  people  who  sit  in  front  offices 
with  type  catalogs  on  their  desks  try 
to  tell  printers  how  to  set  type,  when 
they  should  pay  more  attention  to  the 
grammatical  and  orthographical  phases 
of  their  copy.  Thus  we  have  copy  writ¬ 
ers  who  use  the  apostrophe  for  the 
possessive  form  of  “its”  and  who  flaunt 
such  contrary-to- Webster  phrases  as 
“more  complete”  and  “very  unique.”

the  press  can  be  replaced  with  line- 
cast  type  that  does  not  break. 

Spacing  between  type  masses  guides 
the  reader’s  eyes  just  as  do  lights  and 
shadows  in  a  picture.  The  impression 
can  be  attractive  or  repellent.  In  solid 
lines  of  type,  a  line  of  caps  appears  to 
be  closer  to  a  preceding  line  of  lower 
case  than  two  lines  of  lower  case  seem 
to  be  spaced. 

In  many  type  faces  such  cap  letter 
combinations  as  FA  present  space  gaps 
that  have  to  be  reduced  or  equalized  to 
liarmonize  with  the  spaces  between 
other  letters  in  the  line.  Special  cut-in 
matrices  of  such  letters  are  available 
for  machine  composition.  With  large 
sizes  of  line  type  it  is  a  simple  matter 
to  saw  off  excessive  shoulders  and  cut 
out  space  between  certain  letters.  The 
word  “You”  for  example,  is  often  im¬ 
proved  in  appearance  by  bringing  the 
“ou”  closer  to  the  lower  part  of  the 
cap  I . 

I  think  color  in  advertising  should  be 
used  judiciously  to  high  light  the  prod¬ 
uct  or  certain  of  its  features.  It  is  like 
the  paint  trim  on  a  house.  Most  of  our 
national  magazines  with  large  circula¬ 
tions  have  beautiful  specimens  of  color 
and  black  and  white  advertising. 

For  contrast  in  black  and  white  I 
like  patches  of  reverse  and  Benday. 
Good  art  work  of  illustration  or  let¬ 
tering  is  desirable. 

Underscoring  should  be  used  spar¬ 
ingly.  Long,  heavy  dashes,  colon  and 
hyphen  used  together,  dollar  signs  as 
big  or  bigger  than  the  figures,  and  sim¬ 
ilarly  used  characters  may  mar  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  printed  matter.  Abbrevia¬ 
tions  have  advantages  in  want  ads,  but, 
in  general,  I  avoid  them  wherever  prac¬ 
tical. 

The  purpose  of  a  rule  border  around 
an  ad  is  primarily  to  enclose  or  con¬ 
fine  the  copy  within  that  space.  Usual¬ 
ly  a  medium  weight,  inconspicuous  line 
rule  serves  the  purpose.  A  rule  that 
matches  type  or  illustration  is  good. 
For  example,  when  using  Bodoni  type 


a  2-point  and  hairline  rule  combination 
blends  well. 

A  typographical  composition  often 
does  more  than  reflect  the  skill  of  the 
compositor;  it  reflects  his  personality 
too.  It  shows  whether  or  not  he  is  pro! 
gressive  and  meticulous  in  his  work. 

Benjamin  Franklin  left  a  priceless 
heritage  to  printing  when  he  chose  the 
appellation  “printer”  for  his  epitaph. 

It  a  statesman  like  Franklin  could  pre! 
fer  to  be  known  as  a  printer,  surely  \»e 
of  the  printing  craft  should  find  cause 
for  increased  devotion  to  an  art  which 
great  masters,  living  and  dead,  have  | 
so  ably  advanced.  Let  us  who  work  in 
composing  rooms  find  inspiration  for 
giving  our  trade  our  best  efforts  to 
produce  typography  of  enduring  beau¬ 
ty  as  a  worthy  tribute  to  the  illumi- 
native  potentialities  of  the  printing 
press.

Series  Three — ^The  Frame 

Its  most  common  defects 
and  how  to  locate  them. 

The  case  or  frame  of  the  mechanism, 
when  segregated  from  other  parts  of 
the  machine,  has  a  pawl  inserted  at 
both  ends  of  the 
frame,  and  on  this 
pin  there  is  at¬ 
tached  the  unit 
spring,  unit  pawl, 
and  the  necessary 
retaining  pawls,  depending  on  the 
number  of  wheels  in  the  numbering 
machine. 

Although  fundamentally  the  frame 
itself  serves  but  one  purpose  in  all 
makes  and  models  of  numbering  ma¬ 
chines,  it  nevertheless  differs  in  con¬ 
struction  at  the  plunger  side  of  the 
frame  and  the  shape  of  the  retaining 
pawls,  for  mechanically  the  manufac¬ 
turers  present  their  version  of  a  better 
built  frame  possessing  certain  operat¬ 
ing  features  best  adapted  to  their  num¬ 
bering  machine.  This  is  done  by  chang¬ 
ing  the  action  and  shape  of  the  operat¬ 
ing  lever  and  NO.  plunger,  and  accounts 
for  the  changes,  in  various  types  of 
machines,  at  this  end  of  the  frame. 

The  most  common  defects  found  in 
frames  are  those  that  are  sprung, 


twisted  or  damaged  by  grippers  in  the 
pressroom,  or  through  careless  manip¬ 
ulation  by  inserting  sharp  instruments 
between  frame  and  swing  in  the  attempt 
to  loosen  or  spread  the  frame  apart. 

The  mechanical  spreading  of  the 
sprung  frame  or  twisted  frame  with  in¬ 
struments  is  founded  upon  lack  of 
knowledge  of  the  workings  of  this  part; 
and  any  incorrect  handling  only  m- 
creases  the  degree  of  defectiveness  of 
the  frame. 

Sprung  frames  can  be  detected  in 
machines  when  pressure  from  tighten-  j 
ing  quoins  produces  an  inward  move-  1 
ment  of  the  frame  at  both  the  plunger 
and  shaft  screw  sides.  This  inward 
squeeze  is  what  binds  and  keeps  wheels 
from  rotating. 

Repeated  damage  to  frame  by  grip¬ 
pers,  especially  at  the  plunger  side, 
produces  a  downward  angle  of  the 
part  damaged,  so  that  the  action  of 
the  plunger  in  its  receptacle  does  not 
rise  sufficiently  for  proper  lineup  of 
wheels,  as  the  operating  lever  becomes 
impaired  in  its  function.  I 

When  the  frame  is  mechanically  im-  5 
perfect  and  is  sprung  or  twdsted,  it  af-  I 
fects  the  proper  function  of  the  entire  | 
machine.  It  then  must  be  either  re¬ 
placed  with  a  new  frame,  or  tested  |

It  probably  took  a  lot  of  calls,  many 
evenings  on  the  family  davenport,  candy,  theatre  tickets,  flowers,  doing  the  nice 
thing  over  a  period  of  time,  before  you  closed  that  deal.

Trouble  with  Slugs 

Q  Every  once  in  a  while  we  seem  to 
•  get  a  slug  like  the  enclosed  one. 
Comes  most  any  time.  The  pot  seems  to 
have  the  right  amount  of  metal  and  not 
too  hot.  Can  you  explain  it? 

T.  R.  B.,  Clear  Lake,  So.  Dak. 

A  I  have  the  sample  slug  you  sent 
•  showing  the  top  two-thirds  solid 
and  the  bottom  fading  away  until  there 
is  no  base  at  all. 

Something  is  interfering  with  the 
stroke  of  the  pump.  The  plunger 
should  start  down  and  move  the  first 
half  of  the  stroke  abruptly,  then  dwell 
and  move  on  down  slowly  until  the  little 
lug  on  the  pump  lever  is  within  %  to 
inch  from  the  pot  cap.  Some  plungers 
hkve  an  adjustable  vent  in  the  bottom 
for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  stroke. 
Machinists  drill  about  a  1/16  inch  hole 
up  through  the  bottom  of  the  plunger 
to  regulate  the  stroke.  As  the  plunger 
and  well  wear,  the  hole  can  be  plugged 
with  soft  wire. 

The  plunger  should  not  go  to  the 
bottom  of  the  well,  and  in  your  case  it 
does  not  even  make  a  full  stroke  on 
slugs  like  the  one  submitted. 

A  dross  ring  in  the  well  probably  is 
the  most  common  cause.  We  use  the  old 
well  cleaner  until  it  is  no  longer  effec¬ 
tive.  Scrape  the  well  thoroughly.  Clean 
the  plunger.  Open  the  port  holes  in  the 
sides  of  the  well.  Graphite  the  plunger. 
Dip  the  metal  and  put  a  piece  of  tal¬ 
low  the  size  of  a  bean  in  the  well  or  put 
in  a  half  teaspoon  full  of  graphite.  The

pump  lever  shaft  may  be  dry.  Pull  the 
plunger  pin,  hold  out  the  pump  stop, 
send  the  machine  around  and  observe  it 
the  pump  lever  makes  a  full,  free  stroke. 

If  not,  run  some  kerosene  in  around 
the  shaft. 

Pull  out  the  disk,  hold  a  galley  un¬ 
der  the  mouthpiece  and  push  the  plung¬ 
er  down  slowly.  See  that  it  moves  to 
the  bottom  of  the  well  without  resis¬ 
tance. 

The  pump  cam  and  roll  may  be  worn. 
To  test,  have  the  machine  at  normal 
and  the  plunger  connected.  Insert  the 
pot  well  hook  in  the  left  hand  port  hole. 
If  the  hook  strikes  the  plunger,  put  in 
an  oversize  pump  cam  roll  and  read¬ 
just  the  pump  stop  bracket  correspond¬ 
ingly  to  avoid  little  shots  of  metal  when 
loose  lines  are  sent  in. 

Instances  have  been  known  where  a 
hat  pin  or  paper  clip  had  been  pushed 
through  the  mouthpiece  and  into  the 
throat.'  Such  an  object  will  occasionally 
float  up  behind  the  mouthpiece  holes, 
closing  them  off. 

This  will  not  cause  your  trouble  but 
will  contribute  toward  it:  The  mouth¬ 
piece  holes  may  be  partly  filled  or  the 
cross  vents  may  be  shallow.  Drill  out 
the  holes,  using  a  No.  51  or  52  drill.  Re¬ 
move  the  dummy  mold,  push  the  disk 
back  against  the  mouthpiece  after  low¬ 
ering  the  mold  cam  lever,  and  work 
through  the  opening  in  the  disk.  Work 
slowly  and  cautiously.  Use  a  sharp 
chisel  to  deepen  the  vents.  Tap  the

Hago  Screen 

QC.  M.,  Pittsburgh,  has  heard 
•  mention  of  this  screen  and  re¬ 
quests  its  identification  and  purpose? 

A  The  Hago  article  was  an  early 
form  of  halftone  screen,  invented 
by  the  Rev.  Hannibal  Goodwin,  who 
designed  a  system  of  lens  diaphragms 
for  their  use.  The  screens  apparently 
were  photographic  in  nature  and  were 
made  in  three  different  types,  all  in¬ 
tended  for  use  in  a  special  plate- 
holder.  Introduced  about  1897,  the 
Hago  screens  and  apparatus  never 
gained  much  popularity,  and  soon  dis¬ 
appeared  from  the  market.

Q  Exhibits  of  failures  we  expe-

due  to  the  engravings,  are  enclosed 
with  our  request  for  your  comments 
on  methods  to  relieve  this  condition. 
Our  halftones  are  purchased  from  an 
outside  source  and  we  are  unable  to 
depend  upon  good  cuts  consistently.

A  Very  thin  cellophane  paper  is 
#1  •  now  obtainable  and  is  being  used 
over  the  halftone  cuts  which  tear  the 
face  of  the  stereotype  mat.  Similarly, 
aluminum  and  lead  foil,  used  as  thin 
as  can  be  secured,  and  .0001  is  obtain¬ 
able,  is  also  used  effectively  for  this 
purpose.  Specialty  paper  jobbers  are 
sources  of  supply  for  these  materials. 
If  it  is  more  convenient  to  use  mag¬ 
nesia  block  which  is  a  white,  solid, 
almost  square  block  obtainable  from 
most  drug  stores,  the  rubbing  of  this 
block  over  the  engraving  will  serve  to 
avoid  tearing  the  face  of  the  stereo¬ 
type  mat  in  molding.

Eaton- 
Dikeman,  Mt.  Holly  Springs,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  manufactures  most  of  the  filter 
paper  being  used  for  stereotype  mat 
molding.  Some  of  the  blotter  mills 
manufacture  stereotype  blotting  paper 
used  in  the  same  manner  as  filter  pa¬ 
per.  Stereotype  mat  manufacturers  are 
suppliers  of  these  filter  and  blotting 
papers  used  next  to  the  mat  for  mold- 
'  ing  baked  mats.  However,  but  one  of 
these  sheets  is  recommended  in  the 
molding  combination  for  rapid  drying. 
They  are  too  spongy  to  produce  satis¬ 
factory  impression  and  specially  on 
fine  screen  illustrations.

Adding  Ammonia  to  a

QIs  there  danger  in  adding  an  exr 
m  cess  of  ammonia  to  an  albumin 
coating  solution?

A  There  is  no  danger  in  adding 
•  slight  excess  of  ammonia  to  an 
albumin  coating  solution  because  after 
the  proper  amount  of  ammonia  has 
been  added  no  further  chemical  action 
takes  place.  The  only  danger  is  that 
ammonia,  if  added  in  great  excess,  will 
dilute  the  coating  solution,  and  this 
may  interfere  with  platemaking.  Gen* 
erally  speaking,  the  addition  of  excess 
ammonia  to  a  coating  solution  is  the 
same  as  adding  an  excess  of  water.  The 
excess  ammonia  will  evaporate  from 
the  plate  in  the  whirler  the  same  as  will 
water  and  so  long  as  the  coating  is  not 
too  thin  will  make  a  good  plate. 

Plates  Are  Badly  Oxidized

We  experience  considerable  difficulty 
in  obtaining  uniformity  on  printing 
slugs.  One  end  of  the  slugs  seems  to 
print  slightly  heavier  than  the  other. 
Will  it  improve  it  if  position  of  forms 
was  changed  so  that  rollers  move  from 
top  to  bottom  of  pages,  instead  of  side- 
wise  as  at  present?

From  the  ^ok  sent  to  me, 
it  appears  that  rollers  are  causing  this 
heavy  condition.  They  are  probably  not 
traveling  properly,  and  may  be  slipping 
in  the  gutters  of  the  form.  You  are  put¬ 
ting  a  heavier  deposit  of  ink  on  the 
edges  of  various  pages.  A  stiffer  ink 
may  help  to  eliminate  this  condition.

Questions

Streaking  of  Inked  Surface 

QR.  S.,  Cincinnati^  is  having  trou- 
m  ble  with  ink  rubbing  or  streaking 
on  folding  box  blanks  when  run  through 
an  automatic  folding  box  gluer.  He 
asks  how  this  can  be  overcome. 

A  The  chances  are  that  this  is  strict- 
•  ly  an  ink  problem.  Of  course  the 
box  blank  should  not  be  run  through 
the  gluer  until  the  ink  is  thoroughly 
dry.  However,  there  are  instances  where 
poor  grades  of  ink  will  not  stay  on  the 
board  even  when  dry.  The  problem  may 
be  aggravated  by  the  poor  grades  of 
board  on  the  market  today  having  hard 
and  soft  spots  and  variations  in  caliper. 
The  ink  supplier  should  be  consulted 
and  he  can,  no  doubt,  recommend  a 
grade  of  ink  best  suited  to  the  board. 

There  are  certain  procedures  which 
can  be  used  in  the  gluing  machine  to 
help  this  condition.  First,  look  for  trou¬ 
ble  in  the  feed  end  of  the  machine.  If 
the  top  feed  is  used,  it  may  be  that  the 
retards  in  the  feeder  are  set  too  tight 
or  worn  down  to  the  holder,  or  so  old 
that  they  are  glazed  over.  .Conditions 
such  as  these  cause  frictional  contact 
between  the  blank  and  the  feeding  parts 
and  result  in  streaking  of  the  inked 
surface. 

If  the  bottom  pressure  feed  is  used, 
make  sure  the  feed  gate  is  sharp.  The 
feed  gate  should  be  ground  at  a  45‘de- 
.  gree  angle. 

If  streaking  does  not  take  place  in 
the  feeder,  follow  the  blank  through 
the  machine.  Streaking  sometimes  re¬ 
sults  if  the  folding  is  done  too  abrupt¬ 
ly.  Keep  polished  all  stationary  bars 
used  in  folding.  Adjust  the  bars  out  as

near  the  extreme  edge  of  the  blank  as 
possible.  Folder  bars  which  are  chrome- 
plated  either  eliminate  or  materially 
reduce  marking.  Sometimes  Canton 
flannel  wrapped  around  the  stationary 
bars  heavily  dusted  with  talcum  powder 
will  stop  streaking. 

A  flat  stationary  folder  bar  to  dis¬ 
tribute  pressure  over  a  wider  surface  of 
the  inked  area  is  better  than  a  narrow, 
round  folder  bar. 

Be  sure  that  both  upper  and  lower 
carrier  belts  are  traveling  at  the  same 
speed.  If  one  belt  slips,  possibly  due  to 
a  tight  roller,  it  drags  against  the  box 
blank  causing  streaking. 

Streaking  or  marking  of  the  box 
blank  may  be  caused  by  dirty  belts. 
Keep  the  belts  clean  with  benzine. 

Paper  Dust  in  Ball  Bearings 

QM.  K.,  Pittsburgh,  claims  that  on 
•  '  certain  paper  converting  ma¬ 
chines,  paper  dust  works  into  grease- 
sealed  ball  bearings  and  causes  them  to 
freeze.  He  inquires  if  it  is  possible  to 
salvage  the  bearings  or  if  he  should 
purchase  new  bearings. 

A  While  one  would  normally  as- 
•  sume  that  a  grease-sealed  bearing 
would  afford  protection  against  the  en¬ 
trance  of  paper  dust,  such  is  not  the 
.case;  and  the  condition  referred  to  is 
quite  common  on  paper  converting  ma¬ 
chinery. 

First,  soak  the  bearing  in  g^line 
or  other  solvent,  thoroughly  agitating

and  straightened  with  precision  made 
instruments  to  get  proper  lineup  of  the 
damaged  frame.  Tens  Pawls 

A  twisted  frame  can  be  detected 
quickly  when  there  tends  to  be  a  rock< 
ing  of  the  machine  as  it  lays  on  a  level 
surface,  and  slight  pressure  with  fingers 
exerted  upon  both  ends  of  machine. 

Function  of  Pawls 
The  function  of  the  unit  and  retain¬ 
ing  pawls  is  primarily  to  hold  wheels 
firmly  in  place  so  that  only  consecutive 
action  of  the  wheels  is  produced  by  the 
resting  of  the  pawls  on  the  ratchets  of 
wheels.  This  is  automatically  done  by 
the  tension  of  springs  when  the  num¬ 
bering  machine  is  put  in  action. 

The  Unit  Pawl 

(Tilting  on  Ratchet 
of  Unit  Wheel) 

When  the  unit  pawl  is  worn,  there  is 
a  direct  tendency  toward  an  inclination 
or  tilt  of  the  unit  pawl  on  the  ratchet 
of  the  unit  wheel.  A  machine  bearing 
this  defect  cannot  be  depended  on  for 
accurate  numbering.  If  this  part  is  not 
replaced,  the  tilted  unit  pawl  will  wear 
down  the  ratchet  on  the  unit' wheel,  and 
will  cause  a  slipping  of  the  unit  pawl. 

Remember,  one  worn  part  keeps  affect¬ 


ing  another.  It  is  good  economy  to 
remedy  this  situation  before  too  many 
parts  need  replacing. 


?o.  tens

PAWL 

Occasionally,  a  retaining  pawl  falls 
or  is  forced  between  the  ratchet  of  one 
wheel  and  the  adjacent  wheel,  and  may 
remain  unnoticed  and  cause  serioiu 
trouble  before  detection  is  made.  There 
should  be  a  very  slight  degree  of  play 
between  the  wheels,  so  that  the  rotat¬ 
ing  action  of  the  wheels  works  freely. 

However,  it  has  been  known  that 
lack  of  knowledge  and  experience  in 
the  handling  of  numbering  machines, 
and  also  the  tampering  on  the  part  of 
some  pseudo-expert  with  some  imple¬ 
ment  or  screwdriver,  is  very  often  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  falling  of  tens  pawls 
between  wheels.

Second,  soak  the  bearing  in  light 
high-grade  grease  which  is  quite  hot 
Remove  arid  cool.

The  bearing  should  then 
be  good  for  many  months  of  additional  • 
service. 

In  mounting  the  bearing  on  the  shah, 
make  sure  it  is  a  tight  fit  so  that  the ' 
inner  race  turns  with  the  shaft.  A  loose 
fit  means  that  the  shaft  may  turn  within 
the  race,  defeating  the  purpose  of  the 
bearing  and  soon  wearing  the  shaft 
beyond  repair.

Keeping  Metal  Formula  Even 

★  It  is  rather  difficult  in  a  one-machine 
shop,  to  keep  all  the  slug-casting  ma¬ 
chine  metal  up  to  an  even  analysis,  es¬ 
pecially  if  there  is  a  surplus  of  metal 
on  hand.  As  an  example,  1  have  for  my 
feeder,  about  eighty  pigs,  of  which 
eight  or  ten  are  used  weekly  for  average 
production.  Sometimes  extra  work  ne¬ 
cessitates  the  use  of  fifteen  or  twenty 
pigs.  In  most  shops  the  metal  used  is 
killed  off,  smelted,  and  the  pigs  placed 
in  front  of  the  pigs  already  at  the  ma¬ 
chine.  To  avoid  wearing  down  the 
metal  formula  of  say,  the  front  twenty 
pigs,  I  keep  two  piles  of  pigs  at  the 
machine.  At  first  all  the  pigs  are  in  one 
pile,  and  then  as  the  metal  is  smelted, 
the  new  pigs  are  placed  in  a  new  pile.’ 
When  the  pigs  are  all  used  from  the  one 
pile,  the  other  pile  is  full;  and  then  I 
reverse  the  procedure,  thereby  giving 
practically  the  same  amount  of  wear 
and  depreciation  to  all  the  metal.  I  find 
this  keeps  the  formula  of  the  metal 
more  even  throughout  the  entire  stock, 


Thick  Intertype  Slugs 

★  If  you  have  an  Intertype  with  no 
molds  larger  than  14-point  and  find  oc¬ 
casional  need  for  thicker  slugs  for  solid 
borders  or  imprints,  you  can  stack  up 
two  liners  on  each  end  of  the  mold  to 
make  the  desired  point  size.  A  14-point 
recessed  mold  cap  with  a  very  thin  lip 
can  easily  handle  up  to  24-point.  The 
first  elevator  block  must  be  used,  as 
the  machine  will  cast  only  in  the  aux¬ 
iliary  position.  To  make  this  thick  slug 
come  out  solid,  the  operator  can  stop 
the  machine  after  the  plunger  has 
made  its  downward  stroke  and  just  as

maintained  a  pleasant  sense  of  humor 
and  a  simple  humanness;  and  despite 
honors  and  recognition  accorded  him, 
he  always  remained  humble  and  genial. 

The  writer  will  long  remember  a  sum¬ 
mer  day  in  1933  when  looking  up  from 
his  desk,  he  saw  standing  before  him 
Goudy,  who  had  entered  unannounced. 
The  writer  rose  quickly  to  his  feet 
in  awe,  and  stammered  out  a  greeting. 
Goudy  smiled  disarmingly,  and  ex¬ 
pressed  a  simple  wish.  Would  the  writer 
take  the  afternoon  off  and  guide  Goudy 
through  the  Century  of  Progress?  A 
taxicab  whisked  u§  to  the  entrance  in 
quigk  time  and  soon  we  were  strolling 
through  the  maze  of  fascinating  ex¬ 
hibits.  It  was  a  wonderful  opportunity 
for  the  writer  to  get  first-hand  from 
the  master  new  observations  on  type 
design,  but  any  mention  of  type  or 
printing  was  quickly  brushed  aside  by 
the  67-year  old  designer  who  apparent¬ 
ly  wanted  to  be  a  boy  again.  He  told 
stories,  he  laughed,  and  he  revelled  in 
the  noise  and  fun  on  the  Midway. 

Temple  Scott,  speaking  several  years 
ago  at  a  meeting  of  the  American  In¬ 
stitute  of  Graphic  Arts  said;  “We  who 
have  known  Goudy  for  many  years 
know  that  he  is  that  order  of  simple 
men  who  make  the  world  a  pleasanter 
place  to  live  in  because  of  the  good  they 
do  and  the  good  way  they  do  it.  The 
men  of  the  past  may  compel  our  ad¬ 
miration,  but  Goudy  draws  from  us 
both  our  admiration  and  affection. 
When  we  go  over  the  mere  quantity  of 
work  done  by  him,  we  begin  to  realize 
not  only  the  energy  of  the  man  but 
the  devotion  of  the  spirit  in  which  he 
worked.”

etching  and  appears  as  small  dots  over 
all  of  the  plate.  We  have  tried  stronger 
etching  hut  this  does  not  seem  to  re¬ 
move  the  spots.  Do  you  have  any  sug¬ 
gestions  on  the  method  for  cleaning 
these  plates  to  make  them  suitable  for 
use? 

H.  L.,  Milwaukee,  Wis. 

A  About  the  only  means  for  pre- 
■  paring  these  plates  for  good  print¬ 
ing  is  to  have  them  regrained.  If  the 
counter  etch  does  not  remove  the  spots, 
it  is  indicative  that  the  spots  are  deep- 
seated  since  a  portion  of  the  metal  has 
been  corroded  away,  and  the  plate  is 
thinner  in  those  spots.  Chemical  meth¬ 
ods  are  not  applicable  for  removing 
these  corroded  spots  and  physical 
means  such  as  regraining  must  be  re¬ 
sorted  to.

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Calls  for  Greater  Leadership 

★  Calling  for  greater  leadership  in  national 
affairs  from  local  businessmen  and  asso¬ 
ciations,  James  F.  Newcomb,  president  of 
Printing  Industry  of  America,  Inc.,  spoke 
before  the  graphic  arts  associations  of  six 
cities  recently,  Mr.  Newcomb  addressed 
the  Atlanta  Graphic  Arts,  Inc.,  on  May  15, 
the  Master  Printers  Association  of  Chat¬ 
tanooga  on  May  16,  Printing  Industry  of 
Nashville  on  May  18,  the  Memphis  Graphic 
Arts  Association  on  May  20,  the  Ben  Frank¬ 
lin  Club  of  Louisville  on  May  22,  and  the 
Graphic  Arts  Association  of  Cincinnati  on 
May  23. 

Forecasts  of  a  recession  or  depression  are 
likely  to  have  seriously  adverse  effects  upon 
business,  Mr.  Newcomb  said.  He  stated 
that  we  are  in  a  period  of  readjustment  “but 
this  is  by  no  means  indicative  of  a  general 
business  recession  and  very  different  in  its 
effects. 

“However,”  he  pointed  out,  “the  times 
are  critical.  It  is  up  to  businessmen  as  never 
before  to  determine  how  far  backward  this 
readjustment  will  take  us.  If  we  act  wise¬ 
ly  now  and  give  less  credence  to  reports  of 
disaster  in  the  offing,  we  are  in  a  position 
to  make  the  future  of  industry  one  of  sta¬ 
bility  and  a  relative  degree  of  prosperity. 

“Our  country’s  resources  are  fully  ade¬ 
quate  to  its  needs,”  he  said,  “and  it  would 
require  only  a  13  per  cent  increase  in  total 
output  in  1950,  and  an  8  per  cent  increase 
in  1960,  to  lift  everyone  in  the  country  to 
a  minimum  health  and  decency  standard, 
with  full  employment. 

“The  key  to  this  potential  lies  in  the 
ability  of  our  labor  force  to  produce,”  Mr. 
Newcomb  told  his  audience.  He  stated  that 
“historically  there  has  been  a  very  close 


correlation  between  high  productivity  and 
high  employment.” 

Mr.  Newcomb  stressed  the  fact  that  “no 
national  organization  can  be  stronger  than 
its  membership,  and  from  its  membership 
must  come  the  pressure  of  ideas  and  con¬ 
structive  activity  which  I  will  make  it  a 
powerful  force  in  national  affairs.” 

He  quoted  a  recent  forecast  which  esti¬ 
mates  that  in  1950,  if  we  have  full  employ¬ 
ment,  U.  S.  business  can  look  forward  to  a 
consumer  market  twice  as  large  as  in  the 
worst  year  of  the  depression,  half  again  as 
large  as  in  1929,  and  one-fifth  larger  than 
in  1941. 

“These  are  the  possibilities  for  the  future 
— I  stress  possibilities  because  these  ends 
will  not  come  about  of  themselves.  They 
represent  merely  what  is  possible  for  these 
United  States  of  America,  and  possible 
under  our  present  economic  structure  if  we 
as  businessmen  undertake  the  resiwnsibility 
for  bringing  them  about.” 

Mr.  Newcomb  dealt  with  the  paper  situa¬ 
tion  in  some  detail.  He  reviewed  testimony 
presented  by  P.I.A.  representatives  recently 
before  the  House  of  Representatives  Select 
Committee  on  Paper  Supply. 

“Frankly,  I  do  not  feel  that  the  paper 
outlook  is  very  bright.  We  appreciate  that 
the  paper  industry  is  making  great  efforts  to 
increase  production.  But  no  matter  how 
efficiently  the  paper  industry  operates,  it 
appears  from  the  facts  we  have  been  able  to 
assemble  that  the  paper  industry’s  present 
production  capacity  is  insufficient  to  meet 
present  and  future  paper  needs. 

“The  whole  picture  is  uncertain.  We  made 
certain  specific  recommendations  to  Con¬ 
gress,  but  there  is  no  assurance  that  Con¬ 
gress  can  act  on  these  recommendations. 
But  we  made  a  very  strong  case  on  the 
need  for  action,  and  we  are  not  going  to  let 
the  matter  drop  as  long  as  inequities  in  the 
distribution  of  paper  exist.  Even  if  we  can¬ 
not  do  anything  to  increase  the  paper  sup¬ 
ply  immediately  we  are  hopeful  that  the 
publicity  will  encourage  the  paper  indus¬ 
try  to  strengthen  the  spot  market.  The 
emphasis  on  contract  sales  and  the  gradual 
elimination  of  the  spot  market,  as  shown 
by  a  national  P.I.A.  survey,  is  particularly 
damaging  to  the  small  printer.”

business.  The  plan,  he  said,  has  been  sub¬ 
stantially  incorporated  in  two  bills  now 
before  Congress,  without  any  pressure  from 
P.I.A.  It  has  received  the  support  of  a 
number  of  other  associations  of  small  busi- 
nessmen.  A  group  of  association  representa¬ 
tives,  representii^  more  than  300,000  com¬ 
panies  in  various  industries,  met  recently 
in  Washington  to  discuss  the  plan,  Mr.  New¬ 
comb  said.  These  groups  expressed  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  plan  “but  what  remains  for  us 
to  do  is  to  crystalize  a  plan  of  campaign 
and  spearhead  it  with  the  aid  of  solid,  con¬ 
structive  and  active  support.  We  under¬ 
took  this  tax  program  because  the  tax 
problems  of  small  business  are  basic  to  their 
security  and  because  we  knew  that  wt  could 
not  expect  the  major  horizontal  organiza¬ 
tions  of  business  to  do  this  job  for  us. 

“We  have  received  the  benefit  of  sound 
counsel  on  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  tax 
plan,”  he  said,  “and  if  it  is  carried  out,  I 
believe  it  will  do  more  to  remove  the  in¬ 
equities  in  taxation  which  have  hampered 
small  business  in  its  efforts  to  stabilize, 
weather  difficult  periods,  and  finance  in¬ 
ternally  than  any  other  tax  measure  so  far 
worked  out.”

In  his  talk,  Mr.  Hopper  traced  the  im¬ 
portant  changes  in  the  form  of  Roman  let¬ 
ters  from  Nicolas  Jenson’s  type  of  1470  to 
the  present  day,  and  ventured  some  predic¬ 
tions  on  probable  type  styles  of  the  next 
few  years.  He  illustrated  his  remarks  with 
a  large  number  of  great  photostats  of  his¬ 
torical  types. 

An  intensive  student  of  typography  and 
type  history  for  many  years,  Mr.  Hopper 
has  not  only  been  a  voluminous  writer,  but 
in  1921  invented  and  published  one  of  the 
earliest,  if  not  the  first,  copy-fitting  scales, 
which  required  the  hand-counting  of  over 
800,000  type  characters  and  about  2,000 
mathematical  calculations,  yet  applied  to 
only  six  sizes  each  of  thirteen  faces.  Seven¬ 
teen  years  later,  he  wrote,  printed  and  pub¬ 
lished  Hopper’s  Type  Tables,  a  case-bound 
book  covering  the  sets  of  all  sizes  of  more 
than  600  faces  by  all  the  leading  type  foun¬ 
dries.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  In¬ 
stitute  of  Graphic  Arts  and  the  Society  of 
Typographic  Arts.

Conference  on  Education 

★  “Meeting  Today’s  Needs  in  Printing 
Ekiucation”  was  the  theme  of  the  22nd  an¬ 
nual  conference  on  printing  education,  held 
June  16-18  at  the  Morrison  Hotel,  Chicago. 

The  opening  session  on  the  16  th  was  de¬ 
voted  to  the  topics  “The  Importance  of 
Printing’’  and  “The  Importance  of  the 
Printing  Teacher.’’  Byron  J.  Culver  (Ro¬ 
chester  Institute  of  Technology),  president 
of  the  National  Graphic  Arts  Education  As¬ 
sociation,  acted  as  chairman.  The  after¬ 
noon  session  was  given  over  to  a  panel  dis¬ 
cussion  on  the  fundamentals  of  printing 
processes. 

The  morning  session  on  the  second  day 
was  concerned  with  the  preparation  and 
training  for  positions  in  the  graphic  arts  in¬ 
dustry  ;  and  the  afternoon  session  was  given 
over  to  a  discussion  on  the  development  of 
students’  capabilities.  The  session  on  the 
morning  of  the  18th  w'as  on  the  theme 
“Meeting  Today’s  Needs  in  Printing  Educa¬ 
tion.’’ 

The  conference  was  held  under  the  aus¬ 
pices  of  the  National  Graphic  Arts  Edu- 
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cation  Association  in  cooperation  with 
Printing  Teachers  of  Chicago  Public 
Schools,  Graphic  Arts  Association  of  Illi* 
nois,  Chicago  Club  of  Printing  House 
Craftsmen,  and  Printing  Industry  of  Amer¬ 
ica,  Inc.

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Unusual  Rail  Travel  Books 

★  To  promote  vacation  travel  in  its  area 
this  summer,  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad 
has  issued  six  colorful  booklets  that  qualify 
as  something  more  elaborate  and  unusual  in 
typography,  art  work,  and  paper  stock  than 
is  generally  found  in  rail  travel  literature. 

Their  publication  marks  a  renaissance  in 
this  type  of  Union  Pacific  literature.  Prior 
to  the  war,  the  railroad’s  travel  material 
describing  the  western  national  parks,  dude 
ranches,  and  resort  areas  were  printers’ 
“show  pieces’’  and  were  frequently  utilized 
by  their  publishers  to  attract  other  quality 
jobs. 

But  with  the  war  came  the  paper  shortage 
and  heavy  troop  movements.  The  govern¬ 
ment  and  all  railroads  cooperated  in  con¬ 
ducting  a  campaign  to  discourage  tourist 
travel  and  the  publication  of  Union  Pacific 
vacation  literature  was  discontinued  out  of 
respect  to  this  objective. 

Now,  with  the  return  of  relative  nor¬ 
malcy  and  travel  for  fun  on  the  fjoom,  the 
railroad  has  come  out  with  a  set  of  six 
booklets  covering  (1)  Zion,  Bryce  Canyon, 
Grand  Canyon  National  Parks,  (2)  Cali¬ 
fornia,  (3)  Colorado,  (4)  Pacific  Northwest 
and  Alaska,  (5)  Yellowstone  and  Grand 
Teton  National  Parks,  and  (6)  Dude 
Ranches  Out  West. 

The  same  style  and  format  has  been  main¬ 
tained  throughout  the  series.  Of  “digest” 
size  each  book  contains  32 

pages  and  a  cover.  The  front  cover  of  each 
booklet  is  a  full-bleed  illustration  of  a  scene 
pertinent  to  the  region  dealt  with  by  the 
book  with  the  title  superimposed  within  the 
scene. 

The  back  cover  of  each  booklet,  with  the 
exception  of  Dude  Ranches  Out  West,  has 
an  inward  “fold-over”  arrangement  which, 
when  unfolded,  discloses  a  unique  color  map 
of  the  region  illustrated  with  sketches  of  the 
area’s  sight-seeing  highlights. 

The  inside  front  and  back  cover  of  Dude 
Ranches  Out  West  feature  full-color  thumb¬ 


nail  illustrations  of  western  dude  ranch 
life. 

Scattered  throughout  the  booklets  are 
beautiful  full-color  reproductions  from  orig. 
inal  Kodachromes  of  scenic  spots  as  well  ai 
black-and-white  illustrations.  The  majority 
of  the  Kodachrome  scenes  were  taken  by 
the  photographic  department  of  Union 
Pacific. 

Artist  Quentin  H.  Moore  of  Omaha, 
Nebr.,  laid  out  the  booklets  and  did  the  art 
work.  Copy  was  prepared  by  the  railroad’s 
advertising  department  at  Omaha  head¬ 
quarters. 

Due  to  the  necessity  of  rushing  the  books 
into  the  hands  of  1947  summer  travel  pros¬ 
pects  and  the  limited  time  for  production 
it  was  necessary  to  divide  the  work,  with  no 
one  house  producing  more  than  two  of  the 
publications. 

The  R.  M.  Rigby  Printing  Company  of 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  printed  the  Zion,  Bryce 
Canyon,  Grand  Canyon  National  Parks 
booklet  and  the  covers  fof  the  entire  series 
of  six.  Production  of  the  California  and 
Colorado  booklets  was  handled  by  the  Mid¬ 
west  Oflfset  Company  of  Chicago ;  the  Yel¬ 
lowstone  and  Grand  Tenon  National  Parks 
and  the  Dude  Ranches  Out  West  booklets 
by  Poole  Brothers  of  Chicago ;  and  the  Pa¬ 
cific  Northwest  and  Alaska  booklet  by  the 
D.  F.  Keller  Company  of  Chicago. 

Production  throughout  on  all  the  publi¬ 
cations  was  by  the  offset  process. 

The  type  for  the  Zion,  Bryce  Canyon, 
Grand  Canyon  National  Park  booklet  was 
set  by  Perrin-Marty  Typographers  of  Kan¬ 
sas  City,  Mo.  The  type  face  used  for  Ac 
body  text  is  8-  and  10-point  Fairfield,  for  the 
picture  captions  8-point  Demi  Bold  capi¬ 
tals,  and  for  the  heads  8-point  Demi  Bold 
upper  and  lower  case. 

The  type  for  the  California,  Colorado 
booklet  was  set  by  the  A-1  Composition 
Company,  Chicago,  with  the  body  material 
in  10-point  Garamond  old  style  cast  on  an 
11-point  body  and  the  heads  and  sub-heads 
in  Futura  Demi  Bold.  The  captions  ware 
set  in  8-point  Garamond  bold  italics.

★  At  the  thirty-third  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Graphic  Arts  held 
May  27  at  the  Architectural  League  Club¬ 
house,  New  York,  Elmer  Adler,  curator  of 
the  Graphic  Arts  Collection,  Princeton  Uni¬ 
versity  Library,  was  awarded  the  Institute 
Medal  for  distinguished  contributions  to  the 
advancement  of  the  graphic  arts  in  the 
United  States.
